-- EMBARRASS THE GROCERS. 


Representatives Complain That House- 
wives Object to Their Prices Because 
of Low Charge to Poor. 


Grocers are protesting that the prices 
charged at the municipal cost market have 
resulted in u complaints at their prices. 

The city's market sells only to those with | 
cards from the county agent’s office. Only 
$17 was taken in yesterday because of the 
time necessary to investigate customers. 
Several were refused. 

Simon Westerfeld of the National Retail 
Grocers’ association and Albert M. Merritt 
of the Wholesale Grocers’ association told 
George Stott and Douglas J. Cleary, man- 
agers of the municipal market, that grocers 
are complaining. 

Mr. Westerfeld said the quality of the 


provisions sold at the municipal market is | 


low, and that they are sold at prices only 
slightly higher by the grocers, but that 
housewives protest to their grocers, thinking 
they should get first quality of goods at 
the low prices. 

The average retail grocer is making 
about 20 per cent profit on his goods,” he 
said, and out of this he has to pay his ex- 
péenses, such as rent, light, heat, taxes, help, 
and delivery. The bacon that the county Ix 
sdiling can be bought in the average store 
at 22 cents a pound in chunks and about 2 
cents when it is sliced, while the county is 
selling it at 17 cents. 

We make a very small profit on sugar, 
and are selling it at 5 cents a pound, while 
the county is charging 4% cents. Similar 
conditions apply to other goods.”’

HEN We see the careless treatment 

given the eyebrows and lashes it is 

surprising so many people are endowed 

with them. Almost every woman 

would do anything in the world to 

have long, upcuried eyelashes. But they can- 

not be had for the wishing alone. Following 

the Wish must come faithful care and attention 
to the treatment of them. 

Eyelids must not be rubbe Olently when 
dust files into them nor must they be rubbed 
with a rough towel; one can rub them out or 
break. them off by so doing. The intention of 
the eyelashes is to protect the eyes from the 
dust which might y into them. Therefore 
they should be most carefully treated and cul- 
tivated. If they are inclined. to be thin and 
irregular they should be trimmed ever so light- 
ly with a pair of Peay r nail scissors. All of 
them should not be ¢ut, but just the uneven 
ends. The eyelashes grow surprisingly quickly 
if trimmed a little every three months. 

At night before retiring a little vaseline— 
the old fashioned yellow kind—or some pure 
cocoanut oil, should de rubbed gently upon the 
upper and under eyelids with the tip of the 
little finger, then gently rubbed off with an old 
linen handkerchief. Do not 
into the eyes; for that js not 
injurious to the eres. The eyes should always 
be washed with first warm water and then 
cold upon arising in the morning. 

If you use powder upon the face you should 
brush the eyelashés and brows with a Iittle 
brush dipped in warm water. Thus no particle 
of powder can remain in the lashes or brows.

ASKS CAUTION IN HOUSE,

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.-{ Special. }— 
Representative Davia J. Lewis of Maryland 
in the house this afternoon denounced the 
proposed senate amendment to the parcel 
post act as being worth $50,000,000 to the 
express companies. 

The amendment strips the postmaster gen- 
eral and interstate commerce commission 
of all power to make rates and extensions, 
vyeating such authority in congress. 


Criticises Proposed Change. 

“Who are best qualified to handle the 
questions of parcel post rates?” Dir. Lewis 
asked. “Is it the expérte of the postal de- 
partment and the interstate commerce com 
mission working daily on the subject, or is it 
500 members ot congress, with 25,000 bilig 
before them? 

Without [mpugning any nian Fi Msotives, I 
way that the repeal of this provision in the 
parcel post law might well be valued at 880. 
000,000 by the express companies. It will 
finally take away from the parcel post serv- 
ice all ite power to compete with them, and 
they will thus be enabled to capture that 
portion of the postal function which has 
turned a deficit in the postal revenues of 
$7,000,000 to a 68,000,000 or 610,000,000 sur- 
plus in the first year of Ita operation. 


At present we can only compete with the 
express companies in a 800 mile radius. How 
much would the express companies give to 
have this condition sealed? The senate rider 
provides just this seal. Under this amend- 
ment the parcel post rates cannot be changed, 
whether d high as to kill the traffic or so 
low as to kill the treasury. As a result the 
express companies are given a complete mo- 
nopoly of the traffic beyond 800 miles be- 
cause of the proposed legislation on fixed and 
abnormal rates.

your income is subject to the new national 
tax you must file with the internal revenue 
collector of your l6cality, before March 1, a 
sworn statement of your finances for the last 
ten months of 1913. In a warning issued to- 
day Commissioner of Internal Revenue Os 
born says: 

“The income tax law gives to collectors 
of internal revenue authority to grant ex- 
tension of time, not to exceed thirty days, 
from the time prescribed by law in which to 
mie a return of net income, and then only in 
case where such failure, neglect, or refusal is 
the result of ‘sickness or absence.“ 

For neglect or refusal to make a return 
within the prescribed time, corporations are 
liable to a penalty not to exceed $10,000
